Sir: 

In response to the Office Action dated March 6, 2003, the period for response to 
which has been extended to August 6 ,2003, by the accompanying Petition for Two- 
Month Extension of Time, please reconsider the above-Identified application In view of 
the following remarks. 

Claims 1-4 and 6-9 are pending in this application. 

Applicant appreciates the Examiner's indication that claims 1, 2 and 6-9 are 
allowed. 

Claims 3 and 4 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, second paragraph, for 
allegedly being indefinite. Particularly, the Examiner alleged that claims 3 and 4 conflict 
with claim 1 wherein 8 is in the range of about 85° to about 95°. Applicant respectfully 
disagrees. 

Claim 1 recites "the propagation direction 9 is in the range of about 85* to about 
95V whereas claims 3 and 4 recite "the angle <p is within a range of about 1 19° to about 
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167 Q " and "the angle <p is within a range of about 1 19° to about 138°," respectively. 
Since claims 3 and 4 recite the angle cp, NOT the propagation direction 6, Applicant 
respectfully submits that claims 3 and 4 do NOT conflict with claim 1 , and thus, that 
claims 3 and 4 are clear and definite. Accordingly, Applicant respectfully requests 
reconsideration and withdrawal of this rejection. 

In view of foregoing remarks, Applicants respectfully submits that claims 1-4 and 
6-9 are allowable. 

In view of the foregoing remarks, Applicant respectfully submits that this 
Application is in condrtion for allowance. Favorable consideration and prompt allowance 
are respectfully solicited. 

To the extent necessary, Applicant petitions the Commissioner for a Two-month 
extension of time, extending to August 6, 2003, the period for response to the Office 
Action dated March 6, 2003.
